Citrus canker showed in but thre 


groves in the state during June, ane 
but ten trees were found infected de 
spite the fact that the 200 employes o 
the state plant board, co-operating 
with the bureau of plant industry, in 
spected 702,752 grove trees and 4,463, 
078 nursery trees during June. 


However, two of the three infec 


tions found were new ones, so thai 
this plague of'citrus trees is not yet 
past by any means. 


The infected trees were in Palm 


Beach, DeSoto and Pinellas counties, 
one infected tree being found in De- 
Soto, six in Palm Beach and three in 
Pinellas. 
* 


The ten infections found in June 


are the largest number found in any 
month since August, 1917, when 30 
were located. 
Only six were found 


in September 
and 
one and two a 


month from then to June, none at all 
in January. However, it is the his- 
tory of canker that more infections 
are found during the summer months, 
hot and moist, than during the winter 
so that this means little. 


The number of infections found has 


decreased from 1"13 in August, 1914. 
to tsn in June, 1918.

Johns river to Key West, Fla., with 
reference to the desirability of pur- 
'chasing said canal 
by the 
United 


States and the construction over the 
route of said canal of a free and open 
waterway, having a depth and ca- 
pacity sufficient for inland navigation. 
Said board, to the extent that the 
same can be done from surveys here- 
tofore made under the direction of the 
War Department, shall also examine 
and investigate the feasibility for the 
purpose o£ such a waterway, of any 
parallel route between 
said points. 


The said board shall make a report 
of its work, together with its conclu- 
sions upon the probable cost and com- 
mercial advantages and military and 
naval uses of said route or routes, to 
the Secretary ol War, who shall trans- 
mit the same to congress as soon as 
practicable. 


2. The East Coast canal is a con- 


tinuous waterway, from the St. Johns 
river to Biscayne bay. 
The entire 


length of the route is about three hun- 
dred and sixty miles. Of this, the 
portion of the Indian river, from Goat 
creek to Jupiter Inlet, a distance of 
seventy miles, is now under improve- 
ment by the United States. 
The re- 


mairfder of the route, except as much 
as lies in natural navigable water- 
ways needing no improvement, was 
constructed by the Florida East Coast 
Line Corporation organized for the 
purpose in 1881 under the laws of the 
state of Florida. In 1885 the charter 
of the company was amended to au- 
thorize an extension of its line from 
Biscayne Bay to Key West, but no 
work has been done by the company 
underbills authority. The lasj section 
of the canal was completed in 1912, 
and since then maintenance has been 
done by the company from time to 
time. 
The result of the work is a 


continous waterway from the 
St. 


Johns river to Biscayne bay with a 
nominal least width of fifty feet or 
over. The total cost of the canal was 
$3,504,635 93. The traffic is not large 
but it is urged by those favoring the 
improvement that if the canal were 
enlarged to adequate dimensions and 
made free of tolls the increase in ton- 
nage would be very great. 


3. The special board 
is> of opinion 


that an adequate waterway along this 
coast should be se\en feet deep and 
at mean low water and one hundred 
feet wide, and it estimates the cost 
^of enlarging the existing waterways 
to these dimensions at $3,332,350. The 
cost of constructing an entirely new 
•waterway 
of the same dimensions 


along a route closely paralleling the 
existing canal, including the cost of 
right of way, is estimated at $4,056,300.

voters, bringing the question to a vote 
of the people. 
On the

choice of a majority of those voting, 
a tax fot to exceed two mills may be 
laid for the construction and mainten- 
ance of the hospital. 


In Duval county the petition is 


practically all signed up, and the elec- 
tion is scheduled for November 5, the 
date of the general election. 
There 


has been no opposition to the move- 
ment in Duval county. 


In Volusik county the work of sign- 


ing up the petition is still going on, 
with every indication that the work 
can be completed before the end of 
the summer.

ONLY TEN INFECTED TREES ARE 


FOUND BY 
INSPECTORS 
OUT 


OF FOUR MILLION IN STATE OF 


FLORIDA. 


Citrus canker showed in but three 


groves in the state during June, and 
but ten trees were found infected de- 
spite the fact that the 200 employes of 
the state plant board, co-operating 
with the bureau of plant industry, in- 
spected 702,752 grove trees and 4,463,- 
078 nursery trees during June. 


However, two of the three infec- 


tions found were new ones, so that 
this plague of'citrus trees is not yet 
past by any means. 


The infected trees were in Palm 


Beach, DeSoto and Pinellas counties, 
one infected tree being found in De- 
Soto, six in Palm Beach and three in 
Pinellas. 
' 


The ten infections found in June 


are the largest number found in any 
month since August, 1917, when 30 
were located. Only six were found 
:n September and 
one and two a 


month from then to June, none at all 
in January. However, it is the his- 
tory of canker that more infections 
are found during the summer months, 
hot and moist, than during the winter 
so that this means little. 


The number of infections found has 


decreased from 1"13 in August, 1914. 
to tan in June, 1918.

WAR 
DEPARTMENT SEEK IN- 


FORMATION ON TRAFFIC ALONG 


EAST COAST. 


Captains A. A. Poland and W. R. 


Messenger of the United Sates army 
board of engineers, special repre- 
sentatives of the Inland waterways 
committee, spent several days this 
week on the East Coast Investigating 
conditions with regard to the federal 
government taking over and main- 
taining the East Coast inland water- 
way. 


Capts. Poland and Messenger arriv- 


ed in New Smyrna Wednesday morn- 
ing and met with members of the 
New Smyrna Commercial club for a 
short time for the purpose of explain- 
ing why they were here and what in- 
formation is wanted by the committee 
which they represent. 
From, here 


they were taken to Daytona for a 
short conference with the business 
men of that city, and later went to 
Sanford for a conference with the 
business men of that city. 


The special representatives were 


making a careful investigation of the 
traffic in and out along the East Coast 
of Florida and trying to ascertain, 
what real benefit the opening and im- 
proving of the inland waterway would 
be to the people living along the 
coast. They were not inspecting the 
canal, as this has been done previous- 
ly by representatives of the war de- 
partment and the information is on 
file in Washington. The information 
being gathered by these representa- 
tives is along the line total tonnage 
handled in and out of the cities along 
the coast, what relief the improve- 
ment of die canal would afford to the 
single line of railroad and if the im- 
provement of the waterway would 
have a tendency to increase the pro- 
duction, and facilitate the handling ot 
foodstuffs and other products in tils 
part of the state. 


Arrangements were 
made by the 


representatives in the various cities 
and towns along the waterway for 
these statistics and this information 
to be gathered at once and forwarded 
to Washington, to be' there when 
Capts. Poland and Messenger return 
to the capital, so their report can be 
prepared and presented at once. 


The representatives were instructed 


to visit Miami, West Palm Beach, 
New Smyrna, St. Augustine, Jackson- 
ville and Sanford, and they were taken 
to Daytona through the courtesy o£ 
the local Commercial club. 
' - 


The visit of these representatives 


of the war department to this section 
so soon after the presentation of the 
adverse report on he purchase of the 
canal by the chief of engineers is 
taken as an indication that if it can • 
be shown that the improvement of 
the waterway will be a real benefit 
to the East Coast the government 
will seriously consider taking over ^ 
and improving this avenue of trans- 
portation. 


Proposition Is Turned Down 


A recent report submitted by Gen- 


eral Black, chief of engineers for the 
war department, is to the effect that 
it would be inadvisable for the United 
States government to purchase and 
enlarge and improve the East Coast 
inland waterway at this time. 
This 


report was dated May 31 and was sub- 
mitted to the war department, and 
through Secretary Baker submitted to 
congress. 
It followed a report made 


by the board of officers appointed 
some time ago to make an investiga- 
tion and report on the proposition, 
and this was made in 1915, before the 
United States entered the war. 


The report submitted by General 


Black is as follows:

"The secretary of war is authoriz-

ties occurred on both sides, nearly two 
score being killed. This was the first 
bloodshed in the Revolution. The in- 
judicious governor, whose force was 
victorious, aroused further hatred on 
the part of the people by hanging a 
number of his prisoners. 
Herman 


Husbands, the leader of the Regula- 
tors, escaped and went to Pittsburgh, 
where he settled, dying later at Phila- 
delphia. 


The feeling was fanned by the ex- 


treme acts of each side, until a state 
convention was held at Newbern In Au- 
gust, 1774. The meeting of the colonial 
legislature, which followed, practically 
endorsed the radical views of the con- 
vention, which was proclaimed by the 
governor to be anarchy. The result was 
that the legislature was dissolved and 
the governor took refuge on a ship of 
war in Cape Fear river. 


In May, 1775, the people of Mecklen- 


burg county had a convention, and 
they took occasion, nearly 14 months 
before the Declaration of Independence 
was issued at Philadelphia, to say 
that— 
Ringing Declaration. 


"We declare ourselves a free and 


independent people; are and of right 
ought to be a sovereign and Indepen- 
dent self-governing association, under 
no power than that of our God and 
tbe general government of congress: 


To the mainte- 
nance of which In- 
dependence

The convention 


that adopted such 
startling 
resolu- 


tions of indepen- 
dence undertook 
to lay the founda- 
tion for a govern- 
ment for North 
Carolina until a 
suitable and sta- 
ble form could be 
provided by con- 
gress, and from 
that day the au- 


thority of the British crown was exhib- 
ited only during those few times when 
Cornwallis made his ventures with 
more or less varying success on the 
territory of the colony. 


North Carolina was the first of the 


colonies to have an English settlement, 
the first to shed blood in the war for 
independence, and the first to give ut- 
terance in explicit form to that Inde- 
pendence. Nor v.as the. declaration of 
the people of Mecklenburg the sole 
manifestation of the sentiment in the 
matter. At Fayettevilie, on Cape Fear 
river below Southern Pines, another 
Declaration 
of Independence ante- 


dated that of Philadelphia. The peo- 
ple in Cumberland county, of which 
Fayetteville is (he capital, issued their 
statement in .Tune of 177. 
r>, insisting 


that report to arms was justified, and 
pledging each other to sacrifice life 
and fortune to the freedom and safety 
of an oppressed people. In April, 1776, 
stili before the Philadelphia Declara- 
tion of Independence, the provincial 
coneress of \orih Carolina appointed 
a committee to prepare a civil consti- 
tution, and it was. don - so well that 
the document served some 00 years as 
the organic law of the state. And so 
,it was that North Carolina opened the 
road that led up to the creation of the 
most progressive nation on the face of 
the earth, and the one whoso influence 
has done most for the advancement of 
mankind. 


Some Tory Sentiment. 


All of this section of North Carolina 


was not enthusiastic in the Declaration 
of Independence. A portion of the set- 
tlers were ardent Tories—so ardent 
in fact, that it was not until tbe war 
of 1812 that the Scotch of Cape Fear 
•valley finally turned away absolutely 
from the royal standard. 


The story is one of singular misfor- 


tune. The Cape Fear valley was set- 


tled largely by 
the adherents of 
tbe Stuart family, 
which met witb 
such disaster at 
Cnlloden 
that 


many of the fol- 
lowers of the Pre- 
tender were ban- 
ished to America 
for 
taking 
op 


arms against tbe 
British crown. Be- 
fore these people 
were permitted to 
sail 
they 
were 


sworn on a bind- 
ing oath to be 
loyal 
henceforth 


to 
the 
English 


king. 
When the 


settlers 
around 


them 
in 
North 


Carolina were ris- 
ing against the 


royal governor, declaring indepen- 
dence, refusing to pay stamp taxes, 
making new constitutions and fighting 
against the king, the Scotch settlers 
were In arms under the British flag. 
Their oath and their bitter experience 
before migrating to America prompted 
them to keep away from any further 
rebellious acts.

PRECIOUS OLD FLAG 


Relic of Continental Army, Recently 


Found, Seems to Have Been 


Miraculously Preserved. 


So great was the interest shown In 


the battle flag of the Continental army, 
found between the walls of an old 
building, that it is probable an ef- 
fort will be made to have the flag dis- 
played in some public building as 
permanent memorial of the Eevolution, 
says the New York Times. 


The banner was found wrapped in 


the bufi" and blue uniform coat of a 
Continental soldier. 
Moths had con- 


sumed much of the woolen garment, 
but the flag, being made of linen, is 
still in excellent condition. 


The flag was found by Michael La 


Vista in an old building which he 
owns. He took the flag to B. M. 
Shepard, head of the Dobbs Ferry pub-

He school. Mr. La Vista says the dis- 
covery of the old flag was a good omen 
to the cause of the people now fighting 
in another war for "Liberty or Death." 


According to Mr. Sh*pard the flag 


was probably carried in the battle of 
White Plains. Reference to local his 
tories showed that a flag of the same 
design had been carried in that battle. 


The flag, which is well preserved, 


though bearing signs of age, measures 
24 by 36 Inches. Its white cloth has 
been yellowed by time. Across the top 
is the inscription in black, "Liberty or 
Death," the words of Patrick Henry. 
Below tbe motto Is a pair of crossed 
daggers and above them a Liberty 
cap.

HIS JOB IN^THE ARMY 


The News has the following letter 


from C. T. Pattillo, former proprietor 
of the Magnolia garage in this city, 
who is now taking special training 
with other army recruits at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, written July 4th: 
Dear News Force: 


We are observing the national holi- 


day today, and it certainly is appre- 
ciated, because we do not have as 
many holidays as the TJ. S. postofflce 
and banks, and when we work, which 
is all the time, we do not have such 
easy work as the civilians. How- 
ever, I am not kicking, because the 
work is to a purpose and a good one. 
The system by which everything is 
done in the army and the manner In 
which they take care of the men 
makes the work a pleasure and makes 
one glad to be here. 
Even if I could 


have an honorable discharge I would 
not take it, during the war, unless it 
was forced upon me, so I suppose I 
will be working for our uncle for sev- 
eral months yet, anyway. 


We get up at 5 o'clock every morn- 


ing, stand reveille, go to mess (break- 
fast) and the working part of the day 


starts at 7:30. The day is divided into 
two hours for drill and eight hours 
for school. The drill consists of reg- 
ular military movements and man- 
oevers, and the school, in my case, 
consists of mechanical work and truck 
driving. ^ The first consists of repair 
work such as would be found in the 
ordinary garage with the exception 
of its being much better and more 
thorough. The car or truck to be re- 
paired or overhauled is completely 
dismanteled and as the work proceeds 
the instructors explain every part and 
its function. There are about 100 men 
in the automobile department. 
There 


are four head instructors and eight or 
ten assistant instructors. The head 
instructors are men hired by the gov- 
ernment and come from garages. The 
assistant instructors are picked from 
among the soldiers. When I was here 
eight days I was appointed an assist- 
ant Instructor and have six men un- 
der me. We have three special gov- 
ernment trucks with Continental Red 
Eeal motors in them specially built 
from blueprints furnished by govern- 
ment engineers. They are three-ton 
capacity. We have some more trucks 
coming with the new Liberty motors 
in them. The last few days I have 


been on one of the trucks. 
Careful 


instruction is given in the care of 
the truck as well as in driving. The 
government's idea of a truck chaut- 
feur is not just some one to sit up 
in the seat and drive, but he must 
be able to take care of it and know 
what to do if anything goes wrong. 
My experience in the garage Tjefore 
I came here has helped me greatly in 
the work. 


There are about 300 men here, di- 


vided into chauffeurs, carpenters, ma- 
chinists, bench wood workers, elec- 
tricians and radio operators. When 
the two months are up here these men 
will be scattered around among dif- 
ferent divisions of the army and those 
who are better than the others will 
get commissions. They will carry from 
these 
officers 
recommendations for 


promotion, as this cannot be done 
here. These officers, of course, have 
appointed men from the bunch to act 
as corporals and sergeants and they 
may get commissions when they get 
to other camps, if they show ability. 
Most of the acting non-coms had mil- 
itary experience before they came 
here. 


We got our vaccination and first 


inoculation for typhoid ten days ago, 


and got our second inoculation or 
"shot in the arm" yesterday. We have 
one more "shot" for typhoid coming 
to us yet and we will be glad when it 
is over for it makes a fellow'b arm 
pretty sore for awhile. Bat it ii all 
for our own good and may save our 
lives some day, so we don't grumbfe. 
The feed is good, the sleeping Quar- 
ters good and the regular living all 
combined, make the soldiers' health, 
good 
The army ib not a bed of roseb,. 


but after all a man gets much which 
will help him after he returns to civil 
life. 


Give my regards' to all the New- 


Smyrna folks. With my kindest per- 
sonal regards to all the force, I am

The report states that the aggregate profits of four large 
packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 


This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit—a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. 
It is not only 


misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has made a mistake in the figures themselves.

The aggregate three-year profit of 
$140,000,000 
was 


earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. 
It 


means about three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
stock and meats. 
No other large business is conducted 


upon such small margins of profit.

Furthermore—and this is very important—only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends. 
The 


balance has been put back into the businesses. 
It had to 


be, as you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during 
these war years. 


To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs and 
the necessity of paying two or three times the former prices 
for live stock, has required the use of two or three times the 
ordinary amount of working capital. 
The additional profit 


makes only a fair return on this, and as has been stated, the 
larger portion of the profits earned has been used to finance 
huge stocks of goods and to provide additions and improve- 
ments made necessary by the enormous demands of our 
army and navy and the Allies.

!mentous conflicts in our Eevolutlonary 
history. It was the first regular battle 


n the British and the Americans 


and most eventful In its consequences. 
The British had ridiculed and despised 
their enemy, representing them as das- 
'tardly and inefficient; yet here the best 
British troops, led on by experienced 
'officers, were repeatedly repulsed by 
an Inferior force of that enemy—mere 
\ 
Veomanry—from works thrown up in a 


ngle night, and suffered a loss rarely 


paralleled in battle with the most vet- 
eran soldiers. According to their own 
returns their killed and wounded, out 
of a detachment of 2,000 men, amount- 
ed to 1,054, and a large proportion of 
them officers. The loss of the Ameri- 
cans was 411 out of 1,500 men en- 
gaged.

What the Victory Meant 


'~2£ gallant loyalist of Massachusetts, 
who (ought so well for King George 
that he rose to be a full general in the 
British army, regarde,d Bunker Hill as 
ft transaction which controlled every- 
thing that followed. "You could not," 
he would say to his friends on the oth- 


l-^jer side, "have succeeded without it."

Move Forced on British. 


Sifter the engagement at Lexington 


on" April 19 the British force under, 
General Gage was increased to ^0,000 
men by the arrival of Generals Howe, 
Clinton, and Burgoyne with their com- 
mands from England. These occupied 
the town of Boston on a peninsula ex- 
tending into the harbor. The naval 
forces consisted of the Falcon, Lively, 
Somerset, Symmetry, Glasgow, and 
four floating batteries. 
Across the 


Charles river, at Cambridge, /nd on 
the surrounding hills, were champed 
between 16,000 and '20,0«> |ndlsa- 
pllned Americans. The British, |us cut 
off from communication with til main 


land, were seriously hampered for pro- 
visions, and General Gage contem- 
plated a movement to occupy the sev- 
'eral heights near Charlestons, at Dor- 
chester, and adjacent points. 


The arrival of such a formidable 


force of the enemy caused the gravest 
concern to the colonists. It was ru- 
mored that the British would sally forth 
from Boston and burn the neighboring 
towns. It was to prevent this that the 
Americans determined to fortify Bun- 
ker Hill; for, if the British should get 
out of the city and intrench upon Dor- 
Chester Heights to the south of Bo» 
ton, the Continental position would be 
made untenable. 


Prescott's Gallant Act. 


Not an unnecessary sound was made 


during the long hours of the night of 
Juno 10, 1775, and vhen dawn came in- 
treiichmeuts six feet high along the 
Mde ol the hill were disclosed. In the 
face of the fire from the enemy ships 
and by the battery on Copp's Hill the 
Americans kept steadily at work com- 
pleting their intrenchments and, when 
tkere w as a slight Show of faltering aft-

the redoubt. The Americans had been 
silent, but they had been ordered to 
refrain from firing until the command 
was given. Thus it was the British, 
advancing over the open stretch of 
ground, panting from the heat and the 
weight of their knapsacks, heard the 
word "Fire!" at the moment of their 
supreme confidence, and recoiled before 
'a volley that mowed down many of 
their number. 


British Line Decimated. 


A deadly fire was poured into the 


British columns, the marksmen of the 
Americans 
picking off the 
officers. 


Along the whole line of fortifications, 
from the rail fence to the redoubt, the 
British troops were soon in retreat. 
The British columns advanced a sec- 
ond time and once more were met with 
deadly fire. Now, however, they were 
prepared for it; although staggered by 
the shock, they soon rallied and con- 
tinued their advance. The American: 
fired with such rapidity that it seemed

HOARDING OF SUGAR 


NOT BE PERMITTED 


County Food Administrator C. S. 


Archibald of Daytona cails attention 
to the penalty provided by law for 
the hoarding of sugar—a fine of 55.000 
and one year in he federal peniten- 
tiary—and says the provisions of the 
law will be strictly enforced in this 
county. The ruling of the food ad- 
minstration is that each family is per- 
mitted to have on hand one month's 
supply of sugar, which is three pounds 
for each member of the family. 
If 


there are five members of the family 
this means that 15 pounds of sugar 
on hand is permitted, but 20 pounds 
on hand lays the head of the family 
liable to prosecution. 
It makes no 


difference when the sugar was pur- 
chased or under what conditions, ev- 
ery family or person having more than 
a month's supply of three pounds per 
person on hand must turn the sugar 
lack to his retail grocer, who will 
jay him for it and give him a receipt. 
Mr. Archibald says if federal goverr 
ment inspectors find hoarded sugar 
in any home, the head of the family 
will be prosecuted.

We 
passed one army depot, or base, which 
I am sure was extended along the 
railroad for one mile; and, as you 
know, we have built a railroad about 
600 miles long. American locomotives 
are to be seen -everywhere, and au- 
to trucks galore. 
It honestly looks 


like America was here to permanent- 
ly inhabit a part of France. 


I saw in a French paper that we 


have now over 700,000 soldiers over 
here. I can believe it. The village: 
are alive with them. "Great Expecta- 
tions" is a fair title for the first effort 
we have made. It remains to be seen 
what will happen, but_all the Ameri- 
cans are cocksure*that when they hit 
the Boche he will receive the surprise 
of his Hunnish life. 
No one over 


here under estimates the Boche, but 
they all firmly believe the Americans 
can beat .the Huns. 
And confidence 


is a valuable asset you know. There 
is a sort of dash in the Americans 
•which Europeans lack, and it may 
•well be that our boys will rush the

LAW REQUIRES FOOD 


BE PLAINLY MARKED 


Shippers are interested in obtain- 


ng a circular sent out recently from 
he United States burean of chemistry 
u Washington, on labeling or market- 
ng various packages of fruits 
and 


egetables. 
The bureau calls attention to the 


act that the federal food and drug 
act provide's that food in package form, 
shall be deemed misbranded, if "the 
quantity of the contents be not plain- 
y and conspicuously marked on the 
outside of the package in terms of 
weight, measurement or numerical 
:ount." 


This provision of the law is ap- 


plicable to products of the farm, such 
as fruits and vegetables, If shipped in 
package form, as well as to manu- 
factured foods. 


Shippers of these products should 


see that bags, crates, boxes, hampers 
and packages of other kinds bear a 
true, plain and conspicuous statement 
of the quantity of food in the package 
before being shipped 
in interstate 


commerce, 
or 
otherwise 
brought 


within the jurisdiction of the act. 


The instructions in regard to mark- 


ing the packages are specific, and un- 
less complied with action will be in- 
stituted by inspectors undep-the food 
and drug act. This will require care 
in grading and packing and if con- 
tents do not conform to markings it 
will result in action before a federal 
court.

Led Colonies in

T Is popularly supposed that the 
Independence of the United States 
began on a Fourth of July In Phil- 
adelphia, but down in the Old 


North State Is a community that 
threw off the British yoke moN ttaa 
a year before the 


Tumult in the city, 
In the quaint old Quaker 


announced the first general etep t» 
ward tie freedom of the colonies. 


In 1T65 the British parliament pasted 


the stamp act. When the first sloop of 
war arrived off Gape Fear from Eng- 
land carrying stamped paper the peo- 
ple terrorized the captain until he was 
afraid to land his stuff, and then they 
captured the stamp officer from the

A year 
later the stamp 
act was repealed.

blage after that, 
and the assump- 
tion led to numer- 
ous clashes with 


til In May, 1771, 


the governor, \\ith soldiers, proceeded 
against a band of men calling them- 
selves Regulators; and a few miles 
north of Southern Pines a battle was 
fought In which more than 100 casual- 
ties occurred on both sides, nearly two 
score being killed. This was the first 
bloodshed in the Revolution. The In- 
judicious governor, whe« force was 
victorious, aroused further hatred on 
the part of the people by hanging a 
number of his prisoners. 
Herman 


Husbands, the leader of the Regula- 
tors, escaped and went to Pittsburgh, 
where he settled, dying later at Phila- 
delphia. 


The feeling was fanned by the ex- 


treme acts of each side, until a state 
convention was held at Newbern In Au- 
gust, 1774. The meeting of the colonial 
legislature, which followed, practically 
endorsed the radical views of the con- 
vention, which was proclaimed by the 
governor to be anarchy. The result was 
that the legislature was dissolved and 
the governor took refuge on a ship of 
war in Cape Fear river. 


In May, 1775, the people of Mecklen- 


burg county had a convention, and 
they took occasion, nearly 14 months 
before the Declaration of Independence 
was issued at Philadelphia, to say 
that— 
Ringing Declaration. 


"We declare ourselves a free and 


independent people; are and of right 
ought to be a sovereign and Indepen- 
dent self-governing association, under 
no power than that of our God and 
the general government of congress: 


To the mainte- 
nance of which In- 
dependence 
we 


solemnly 
pledge 


to each other our 
mutual co-opera- 
tion, our 
lives, 


our fortunes and 
our most sacred 
honor." 


The convention 


that adopted such 
startling 
resolu- 


tions of indepen- 
dence undertook 
to lay the founda- 
tion for a govern- 
ment for North 
Carolina until a 
suitable and sta- 
ble form could be 
provided by con- 
gress, and from 
that day the au- 


thority of the British crown was exhib- 
ited only during those few times when 
Cornwallis made his ventures with 
more or less varying success on the 
territory of the colony. 


North Carolina was the first of the 


colonies to have an English settlement, 
the first to shed blood in the war for 
independence, and the first to give ut- 
terance in explicit form to that Inde- 
pendence. Nor v.as the_ declaration of 
the people of Mecklenburg the sole 
manifestation of the sentiment in the 
matter. At Fayetteville, on Cape Fear 
river below Southern Pines, another 
Declaration 
of Independence ante- 


dated that of Philadelphia. The peo- 
ple in Cumberland county, of which 
Fayetteville is (he capital, issued their 
statement in .Tune of 177. 
r>, insisting 


that resort to arms was justified, and 
pledging each other to sacrifice life 
and fortune to the freedom and safety 
of an oppressed people. In April, 1776, 
still before the Philadelphia Declara- 
tion of Independence, the provincial 
coneress of Xorth Carolina appointed 
a committee to prepare a civil consti- 
tution, and it was. don - so well that 
the document served some 00 years as 
the organic law of the state. And so 
,it was that North Carolina opened the 
road that led up to the creation of the 
most progressive nation on the face of 
the earth, and the one uhose influence 
has done most for the advancement of 
mankind. 


Some Tory Sentiment. 


All of this section of North Carolina 


was not enthusiastic in the Declaration 
of Independence. A portion of the set- 
tlers were ardent Tories—so ardent 
in fact, that it was not until the war 
of 1812 that the Scotch of Cape Fear 
•valley finally turned away absolutely 
'from the royal standard. 


The story is one of singular misfor- 


tune. The Cape Fear valley was get- 


tied largely by 
the adherents of 
the Stuart family, 
which met with 
such disaster at 
Cnltoden 
that 


many of the fol- 
lowers of the Pre- 
tender were ban- 
ished to America 
for 
taking 
op 


arms against the 
British crown. Be- 
fore these people 
were permitted to 
sail 
they 
were 


sworn on a bind- 
ing oath to be 
loyal 
henceforth 


to 
the 
English 


king. 
When the 


settlers 
around 


them 
in 
North 


Carolina were ris- 
ing against the 


royal 
governor, 
declaring indepen- 


dence, refusing to pay stamp taxes, 
making new constitutions and fighting 
against the king, the Scotch settlers 
were In arms under the British flag. 
Their oath and their bitter experience 
before migrating to America prompted 
them to keep away from any further 
rebellious acts. 


Greene's Memory Worthy of Honor. 
Next 
to 
Washington, Nathanael 


Greene was the most potent force ill 
our struggle for national independence. 
He was horn on May 27, 1742, in a lit- 
tle farmhouse in Rhode Island. His 
bo>hood was spent like that of the 
other youth of the neighborhood. Prob- 
ably it was a little le?s exciting, for 
his father was a strict Quaker and 
pastor of a church at Bast Greenwich. 
He was also a "captain of industry" at 
that period. With his five brothers, he 
owned a forge, a grist mill, a sawmill, 
as well as a store for the sale of gen- 
eral merchandise. 


PRECIOUS OLD FLAG 


Relic of Continental Army, Recently 


Found, Seems to Have Been 


Miraculously Preserved. 


So great was the interest shown in 


the battle flag of the Continental army, 
found between the walls of an old 
building, that it is probable an ef- 
fort will be made to have the flag dis- 
played in some public building as a 
permanent memorial of the Revolution, 
says the New York Times. 


The banner was found wrapped in 


the bufi" and blue uniform coat of a 
Continental soldier. 
Moths had con- 


sumed much of the woolen garment, 
but the flag, being made of linen, is 
still in excellent condition. 


The flag was found by Michael La 


Vista in an old building which he 
owns. He took the flag to B. M. 
Shepard, head of the Dobbs Ferry pub-

lie school. Mr. La Vista says the dis- 
covery of the old flag was a good omen 
to the cause of the people now fighting 
in another war for "Liberty or Death." 


According to Mr. Sh*pard the flag 


was probably carried In the battle of 
White Plains. Reference to local his- 
tories showed that a flag of the same 
design had been carried in that battle. 


The flag, which is well preserved, 


though bearing signs of age, measures 
24 by 36 Inches. Its white cloth hns 
been yellowed by time. Across the top 
Is the inscription in black, "Liberty or 
Death," the words of Patrick Henry. 
Below the motto is a pair of crossed 
daggers and above them a Liberty 
cap.

HIS JOB IN_THE ARMY 


The News has the following letter 


from C. T. Pattillo, former proprietor 
of the Magnolia garage in this city, 
who is now taking special training 
with other army recruits at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, written July 4th: 
Dear News Force: 


We are observing the national holi- 


day today, and it certainly is appre- 
ciated, because we do not have as 
many holidays as the U. S. postofflce 
and banks, and when we work, which 
is all the time, we do not have such 
easy work as the civilians. How- 
ever, I am not kicking, because the 
work is to a purpose and a good one. 
The system by which everything is 
done in the army and the manner in 
which they take care of the men 
makes the work a pleasure and makes 
one glad to be here. 
Even if I could 


have an honorable discharge I would 
not take it, during the war, unless it 
was forced upon me, so I suppose I 
will be working for our uncle for sev- 
eral months yet, anyway. 


We get up at 5 o'clock every morn- 


ing, stand reveille, go to mess (break- 
fast) and the working part of the day 


starts at 7:30. The day is divided into 
two hours for drill and eight hours 
for school. The drill consists of reg- 
ular military movements and man- 
oevers, and the school, in my case, 
consists of mechanical work and truck 
driving. s The first consists of repair 
work such as would be found in the 
ordinary garage with the exception 
of its being much better and more 
thorough. The car or truck te be re- 
paired or overhauled is completely 
dismanteled and as the work proceeds 
the instructors explain every part and 
its function. There are about 100 men 
in the automobile department. 
There 


are four head instructors and eight or 
ten assistant Instructors. The head 
instructors are men hired by the gov- 
ernment and come from garages. The 
assistant instructors are picked from 
among the soldiers. When I was here 
eight days I was appointed an assist- 
ant Instructor and have six men un- 
der me. We have three special gov- 
ernment trucks with Continental Red 
Eeal motors in them specially built 
from blueprints furnished by govern- 
ment engineers. 
They are three-ton 


capacity. We have some more trucks 
coming with the new Liberty motors 
in them. The last few days I have 


been on one of the trucks. 
Careful 


instruction is given in the care of 
the truck as well as in driving. The 
government's idea of a truck chauf- 
feur is not just some one to sit up 
in the seat and drive, but he must 
be able to take care of it and know 
what to do if anything goes wrong. 
My experience in the garage before 
I came here has helped me greatly in 
the work. 


There are about 300 men here, di- 


vided into chauffeurs, carpenters, ma- 
chinists, bench wood workers, elec- 
tricians and radio operators. When 
the two months are up here these men 
will be scattered around among dif- 
ferent divisions of the army and those 
who are better than the others will 
get commissions. They will carry from 
these 
officers 
recommendations for 


promotion, as this cannot be done 
here. These officers, of course, have 
appointed men from the bunch to act 
as corporals and sergeants and they 
may get commissions when they get 
to other camps, if they show ability. 
Most of the acting non-coms had mil- 
itary experience before th?y came 
here. 


We got our vaccination and first 


inoculation for typhoid ten days ago, 


and got our second inoculation or 
"shot in the arm" yesterday. We have 
one more "shot" for typhoid coming 
to us yet and we will be glad wl)on it 
is over for it makes a fellow's arm 
pretty sore for awhile. Bat it is all 
for our own good and may save our 
lives some day, so we don't grumbfe. 
The feed is good, the sleeping Quar- 
ters good and the regular living, ail 
combined, make the soldiers' health, 
good. The army is not a bed of roses, 
but after all a man gets much which: i 
will help him after he returns to civil ; 
life.

This,sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit—a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison.

misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has made a mistake in the figures themselves.

The aggregate three-year profit of 
$140,000,000 
was 


earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. 
It 


means about three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
stock and meats. 
No other large business is conducted 


upon such small margins of profit.

Furthermore—and this is very important—only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends. 
The 


balance has been put back into the businesses. 
It had to 


be, as you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during 
these war years. 


To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs and 
the necessity of paying two or three times the former prices 
for live stock, has required the use of two or three times the 
ordinary amount of working capital. 
The additional profit 


makes only a fair return on this, and as has been stated, the 
larger portion of. the profits earned has been used to finance 
huge stocks of goods and to provide additions and improve- 
ments made necessary by the enormous demands of our 
army and navy and the Allies.

done. "Bury him," was the reply. 
; tt was the first fatality in the battle 
•'of Bunker Hill, one of the most mo- 
•mentous conflicts in our Revolutionary 
history. It was the first regular battle 


~ y^between the British and the Americans 
'* .and most eventful In its consequences. 


The British had ridiculed and despised 
their enemy, representing them as das- 
tardly and inefficient; yet here the best 
British troops, led on by experienced 
'officers, were repeatedly repulsed by 
an Inferior force of that enemy—mere 
\ 
Veomanry—from works thrown up in a 


ngle night, and suffered a loss rarely 


paralleled in battle with the most vet- 
eran soldiers. According to their own 
returns their killed and wounded, out 
of a detachment of 2,000 men, amount- 
ed to 1,054, and a large proportion of 
them officers. The loss of the Ameri- 
cans was 411 out of 1,500 men en- 
gaged.

their number. 


British Line Decimated. 


A deadly fire was poured into the 


British columns, the marksmen of the 
Americans picking off the 
officers. 


Along the whole line of fortifications, 
from the rail fence to the redoubt, the 
British troops were soon in retreat. 
The British columns advanced a sec- 
ond time and once more were met with 
lieadly fire. Now, however, they were 
prepared for it; although staggered by 
the shock, they soon rallied and con- 
tinued their advance. The Americans 
fired with such rapidity that it seemed

But the haz- 
ard of the attempt deterred other com- 
manders from bringing troops to the 
support of the brave Prescott, 


With ammunition almost exhausted 


and troops tired out from the strain to 
which they had been subjected, Pres- 
cott realized the futility of holding his 
position in the face of repeated at- 
tacks by the reformed and re-enforced 
British lines. Nevertheless he deter- 
mined again to measure his strength 
with the adversary; and, with a com- 
mand to his men to make every shot 
tell, he awaited the advance of the 
British. 
Again the latter were per- 


mitted to achance within twenty yards 
of thp American works before they 
were fired upon. The British line was 
broken, but still it advanced. With 
their ponder now quite exhausted, the 
Americans met their opponents with 
clubbed muskets and bayonets. 


Thp odds were too great and Pres- 


cott ordered his* rncn to retreat. 
It 


was in doing this that the Americans 
suffered their heaviest lois; among 
others who fVll \\as Warren, one of 
the most cherished of the popular lead 
ers.

NOT BE PERMITTED 


County Food Administrator C. S. 


Archibald of Daytona calls attention 
to the penalty provided by law for 
the hoarding of sugar—a fine or' 55.000 
and one year in he federal peniten- 
tiary—and says the provisions of the 
aw will be strictly enforced in this, 
'ounty. The ruling of the food ad- 
minstration is that each family is per- 
mitted to have on hand one month's 
supply of sugar, which is three pounds 
lor each member of the family. If 
:here are five members of the family 
.his means that 15 pounds of sugar 
on hand is permitted, but 20 pounds 
on hand lays the head of the family 
iable to prosecution. 
It makes no 


difference when the sugar was pur- 
•hased or under what conditions, ev- 
iry family or person having more than 


, month's supply of three pounds per 
lerson on hand must turn the sugar 
lack to his retail grocer, who will 
my him for it and give him a receipt. 
Ir. Archibald says if federal goverr 
nient inspectors find hoarded sugar 
in any home, the head of the family 
will be prosecuted.
